Tie extent of the city of Briftel, and it’s hbettles, is about 3 miles from 
call to welt; and 24 miles from north to fouth, OF the population, the 
accounts aie very various. One of the Briftol Guides fates the number 
of houles, in 1757, at 13,090, and of inhabitants at 90,000 ; and in 1794. 
at 100,000, including the Hot-wells and Clifton, In another fimilar pub- 
lication, the number of houfes, in 1793, is eftimated at 16,000 ; and of 
inhatitanta at 88,500, including the Hot-wells and Clifton The great 
incrcale of population, which has taken place within the prefent century, 
has been chieBy confined to the our-parifhes. Almoft half of what is pro- 
perly called the City has been deftroyed to make room for the Exchange, 
the Market, the Bridge, Clare-ftreet, Union-ftrect, &c. ; and although 
many houfes have lately been built, yet many more have been pulled 
down : the new buildings are on a Jarger fiale and take up more ground, 
‘but they are not fo well inhabited as the old ones: many of them have 
been turned into mere offices for brokera, infurers, attounies, Sc. or ware- 
houfes for tradefmen, who have in a great meafure deferted their houfes in 
town, and retired with their families to the neighbouring villages. It is 
owing to thefé circumfances that the number of births and burials within 
the city is feffened ; and that the conclufion, they afford, is, that the popu- 

Jation 
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lation of Briftol has declined within the laft 20 yeats. The number of 
marriages, however, has conlderably increafed 5 and it fhould be further 
remarked, that, in the following enumeration, the Laptifms and burials of 
Diffenters, of whom there are many very numerous feéts at Briflo}, are not 
inferted. The numbers were extraGed w'th great fidelity from the pari!) 
regifters, by a clergyman of the Church of England.

Briftol is not more @ commercial than a manufa@uring town: indepen- 
dent of the various trades immediately conneéted-with thipping concerns, 
there are feveral injportant.manufadtures carried on here. Glafe-making 
ia the principal. There-aré'near 20 gla(t-houfes in and near the city, for 
making bottle, crown, orfitttegtafs ; {everal works for lead, in every age 
of it's manufacture ; bra(-wire, and brafs-works; feveral iron and copper 
founderies ; potteries; two large floor-cloth manufatories; &c.

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The prices of provifions are ; beef, from 44d. to 5d. a pound ; mutton, sd, 
to 6d ; veal, 6d.; bacon, from od. to 10d.; butter, from 11d. to 18.5 
potatocs, €d, a peck; bread, glb. for 1s,; wheat, 128. a bufhel; bar- 
Jey, 45. 2d. a buthel ; oats, from 38. to 4s. Gd. a buthel ; coals, coft about 
34d. the buthel. they are chiefly brought from the extenfive mines at 
Kingfwood, about 2 miles from the city; the colliers of which fpeak a 
jargon that is peculiar to them, and perfeétly unintelligible to a flranger. 

The wages of labourers in the different manufaQures vary from 7s. to 
35% a week . common labourers earn 15, 6d a day, throughout the year, 
without viduals: from 10s, to 158, appeur to be the common carnings in 
aweck childsen are employed in the cotton-manufaéture, and carn from 
1s Gd, to 35 4 week. 

‘The number of ale-houtes in the city of Briol is 354. The land-tax 
amounts to £7391. tos. 8d. and is paid by the tenants. The rent of land 
in the neighbourhood of the city, is from £ 3. to £ 5. an acre, 

The Poor of Briftol are managed by a corporation callud “The Corpo- 
ration of the Poor,” and are partly Supported in a work-houle called St, 
Veter's Hofpital, and partly at ume by a panth allowauce, ‘The number 
‘at prefent in the worh-hou®, is 287; viz.O1 men, 190 women, 19 boys, 
aud 17 girls; there aie alfo 63 poor perfons of different deferiptions In an 
hofpital, or pelt-houfe belonging to the work-houle ; total, 350. In 1704 
there were in the work-houfe 70 men, 198 women, 25 boys, and 31 girls, 
and 66 in the peft-houfe: total, 390. ‘The perfons in the work-houfe are 
moftly old people and children, infane, lame, blind, &. The only work 
at prefent is picking oakum, by which very littleis earned’. A few years 
ago a manufactory for spinning wool was fet up, but afer 3 years experi- 
meat, it appeared they had loft £ Goo. by it, and it was therefore wholly 
diflontinued.

Iris 
to be obferved, that the above colle@ions only rule to the paul os 
within what is called the city and hbernes of Briftol, ands thir f, wc 
has been built on many years, and the number of snhabitauits, fiom various 
circumfances, above enumerated, much reduced, it is evident that the 
increate of the Rates is not owing to an augmented  opulatun, but 
mutt be explained from other caufes. 


The Quakers maintain their own Poo: ; in fome counties they are al- 
fifted by having eftates and ‘moncy left them for thy, purpofi, but no- 
where fufficient without an additional voluntary fubferyy ion this is gene- 
rally made once a month, in country places, and the allowances are from 
as, to 105, per week. In Briftol this Society confills of more than 200 
families their Poor confift of about 5 men, and 14 women, moltly aged 
and decayed tradefmen or their widows ; and 25 children, moflly orphans: 
they have an eftate or two left to fupport their Poor, and give a fee with 
the children when fit to be put out apprentice. In 1700 a large houle 
was built and furnifhed at an expence of near £1600, in New-ftreet, 
where their Poor refide, and are employed in different manufactories ; 
the expence, on an average of 20 years, has been about £ 250. per annum, 
and the average number fupported, about 40 perlons The children are 
taught reading, writing, and arithmetic; and on this plan ave all their 
Poor in Britain and Ireland fupported, with fome finall local variations, 
according to their number, 


Few cities poffefs fuch a number of public charitics as Briftol ; there 
are in it 30 alms-houfes, or hofpitals, in which about 83 inen and 230 
women refide, who have, in general, ay much allowed them as is nearly 
fufficient for their fupport. There are alfo feveral charity fchools, in which 
about 960 children are educated, and moft of them are cloathed and main- 
tained. The donations to the Poor of Briftol, in money, are very conh- 
derable, but their annual amount could not be afcertained.

“The accounts for the laft 3 years are not fettled, but 1 am informed that 
the Rate laft year was 3s. 3d. in the pound on the rack rent, and pro- 
duced £2500. ; and that £ 3000. will not be more than fufficient to defray 
the expenditure of the prefent year.

THE parith of Rodmarton is fituxted about 6 miles to the weft of 
Cirencefter : it contains 3200 acres of land, of which 150 are meadow and 
patture, z50 down land, 60 wood, and *he re(t arable, About 1628, the 
inhabitanta were numbered by the reétor, when they were found ta 
amopnt to 227, of whom 121 were mules, and ro6 females In 1794, the 
number was 309, (of whom 28 Wwere fervants,,; 152 males, and 157 fe= 
males, There aie no Seétarians in this parih. 9 houfes pay the wine 
dow tax ; 47 are exempted. 


The men are wholly employed in agriculture; the women in fpinning 
woot ; and the children in carding it. Labourers are paid from 6s, to 
gs. a week, except in harveft time, when they rccive fomewhat more, 
They work from 6 o'clock in the morning till fix at night in fammer, 
and in winter during day-light: the ufual diet of labourcrs is, bread and 
cheefe, garden ftuff and dumplins for dinner, and tea for breakfaft. 


‘The prices of provifions are: cheefe, on an average, sd. the pound; 
bacon, 7d. and 8d; bread, 7 Ib. for 18. 


‘There are no ale-houfes or Friendly Societies in the parifh. — 


‘The quota paid to the land-tax is £99. 68. 8d. which in 1792 was at 
the rate of 16d, in the pound, The farms are all large, the whole pari(h 
being divided into 8, which are held by 6 tenants: the land is chiefly 
freehold, except a farm of soo acces, which is a prebendal corps in the 
church of Salfbury. An allowance of land was made to the rector in 
lieu of tithes by an act paffed 32 Geo.

THE parith of Stapleton is fituated about two mi'es to tie noxth-call of 
Briftol, ‘The number of its inhabitants, by an cnumeration mads in De- 
cember 1795, was found to amount tg 13775 they arc jrincipa'ly of the 
eftablifhed Church: there arc, however, a few Quakers and Miethor! fls, 
and a Baptift meeting-boufe in the parith. ‘The total number of houles 
is 254; whereof 84 pay the window tax, and 1-0 are exempted ; fo that 
it appears that the number of inhabitants is very little more than 5? toa 
houfe. They are chiefly colliers, and agiicultural labourers. there are 
likewife feveral mafons, and workers in ftone-quarries, in this parifh, Day- 
labourers carn from 8s, to 10s, 6d. a week. 


The provifions ufed here are purchafed in the Brito! markets: farms are 
Small, and chiefly pafture, very little corn is cultivated. A large com~ 
mon, containing between 500 and 600 acres, was enclofed in 1783, when 
half an acre of land was allotted to each of the adjoining cottages, of 
which there were a confiderable number. There is now no waite land 
in the parifh, and labourers find great difficulty in procuring habitee 
tions. It may anfwer to fpeculators in a great town to build houfes, on 
the chance of receiving lodgers; but, in a {mall village, few will erect 
cottages, with a view to procure tenants from the collicries, or the flone 
quariies. A Jabourer’s children are therefore obliged, when they we cld. 
enough to fupport themfelves, and arc defirous of becoming houlelecpers, 
to migrate to other parithes. The land lets from f2. to £3. an acre; 
the land-tax produces £188, «8s, and is nearly 2s. in the pound. 

There is no manufacture here, but a few fpinuing jcnnics were lately 
introduced, 


Of the Poor, fome are relieved at home ; and fome maintained in the 
work-houfe. ‘The following is the ufual sveckly rotation of diet in the 
houfe:

The children’s allowance of bread, 2t*dinner, is 4.0z. On Whitfun- 
day, and Chriftmas-day, the dinner is baked ‘veal, and plum-pudding. 

‘There are in the houfe, at prefent, 3 men, ¢ women, and 5 children ; 
laft year there were 5 men, 7 women, and 8 children. The children 
are employed in fpinning flax and hemp ; but their earnings are very in- 
confiderable, There are at prefent 3 ale-houfes in the parith: about 20 
years ago, there were 14 or 15; about 7 years ago, only 7, 4 of which 
were fuppreffed foon after the king's proclamation on this fubjeét was 
iffued. 

There are two Friendly Societies in the parith of Stapleton. One of 
them was inftituted on the gth of May 1792, and confifts of 101 mem~ 
ers; its rules exhibit fo much of the rude fimplicity of antient times, and 
are fo charaéteriftic of the manners of Gloucefterthire ruftics, that I truft 
the reader will be gratified with a few of its regulations in the * honeft 
kerfey,” though ungrammatival, language of village legilatore. It is re- 
markable, that of 46 articles, 15 or 16 relate to eating and drinking. The 
order of the annual feaft is ict down with as much precifion as the ordi- 
ances of a royal honthold. 

1, Every member at entrance thall pay 2s. 6d. and 1s, 2d. every mcet- 
ing night after, that is to fay, every four weeks. 15. fhall go towards 
raifing a fund, and 2d. to be fpeut in drinking and tobaeco. 

6, No perfon fhall receive any benefit from the box, until he is free, 
which fhall not be, before he has been in the fociety r2 calendar 
months: if any perfon or member of this community does receive 
any pay before he is free, he fhall be excluded. 

7, Every free member being fick, or lame, fo as to render him inca- 

pable

pable of working at his trade or calling, fhall receive 7s. a week of 
the box ; but if he be able to go to work fooner than a week, he fhall 
receive 18, 2d. a day (Sunday excepted) for every day during hus ilinefi. 
For the better regulation of the Society, there thall be a clerk ap- 
pomted, which fhall a& in conjun@ion with the ftewards in con- 
ducting their affairs, and to attend every meeting night, who fhall re~ 
ceive 1d. of each member every quarterly night, and if there be not 
members enough to raife 5s. it fhall be made good to him from the 
box. 

If God is pleafed to take to his mercy any free member of this io- 
ciety, there thall be allowed out of the box £6. to his wife, or to 
whomfoever he fhall pleafe to leave it, to bury him decent, and in a 
chriftian-like manner, towards which each member fhall contibute 
18, the next quarterly night following; and the friends of the deccafed 
fhall acquaint the Rewards of the funeral, who fhall attend at the fu- 
neral with 12 of the members, according to thcir turns, as they are 
enrolled on the regifter book. 
If any free member's wife dies, he thal! be allowed out of the fund £3. 
to bury her, and the fame attendance to be given by the ftewards and 
members as to aman. Whofoever refufes fhall forfeit 18. or be ex~ 
cluded ; towards which every member ‘hall contribute 6d. the next 
quarterly night. 
If it pleafe God to take to him any member of this Society before he 
be free, there fhall be a contribution of 18, from each member, and 
the fame attendance as if he had been free; whofocver refufeth fhall 
forfeit 18. or be excluded. 
If any member of this Society does any furt of work, while he re- 
ceives pay of the box, any farther than giving diredtion to his fervanrs 
or workmen, he fhall be immediately excluded, It is agreed, that if 
any member or members be drawn to ferve in the militia, that no 
money thall be drawn out of the box; but every member fhall con- 
tripute 18, each to fach member or members as may be drawn ; and 
it ie farther agreed, that if any member or members fhould mect at 
the monthly nights, not paying his monthly arrears, thall {pend 3c,

If any member of the Society is proved, after his entrance, 19 wok

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at the White-Lead Houfe, he thall be immediately excluded ; teaving 
his money behind him. 

If any member of this Society thal have occafion to travel 20 miles, 
or upwards, he thall be allowed 6 months to pay his arrears; but if 
he then negieéts to chai the hox, he fhall be excluded. 

Since vice and immorality abounds in this age, even to the profana- 
tion of the Sibbath, itis agreed, that, if any member of this Society 
lM, en the Subbath-day, play at peck and tols, marbles, thake in 
hat, coits, ar any other gaming, he hall forfeit 2s. Gd. or be ex 
cluded ; and if any brother member fecs him fo doing, and gives in- 
Soirnusfan thereof to the Sociery, he thal reccive 1s, and the other 18d. 
go to the box. 

Whereas oftentimes difputes arife in Societies, which cannot be fully 
determined nor decided by articles, we think it proper, when any dif- 
pute arifeth in this manner, that there thall be a tommittec of 17 
members chofen, that is to fay, 13 members and the four ftewards ; 
the inenibers' names fhill always be thofe which follow the ftewards 
on the segifter book, who fhall terminate all difputes ; whofvever re 
fafeth, when chofin, thall forfeit 18. or be excluded. 

Vf any member fhall continue fick or lame, sfter he has Iain on the 
box 12 months, he fhall be reduced to half-pay for 12 months 
more, if he continues fick or lame fo long; and, at the end of 12 
months, he fhall be given a fum of money, according as the ‘ibove 
committee fhall think proper, and then be excluded the Sodiety. Like- 
wile, if the fund fhould be reduced to £10. it fhall be fhut up for 
6 months, and all payments lopped. 


2, When any member of this Society dies, one half of the drink allowed. 


by the Society fhall be carried to the funeral-houfe, and there be dif= 
poted of, aod the other half fall be drank at the houfe where the 
Society is held ; whofoever prefumes to have more than half, fhall for- 
feit 1s. or be ¢xcluded.

Gd. or be 
excluded; and if any member ftays behind driuking, and will not keep 
his place in following the proceffion home to the houle, but come to 
dinner drunken, and not in his time to dine with the reft, he fhall for 
icit 18, or be excluded. 
If any member, during the whole day of the feaft, thall fight, or chal- 
lenge to fight, ftrike, or throw down, wreftle, or challenge to wreftle, 
or caufe any difturbance in the Society, while at dinner, or after din- 
net, till all the company be diftniffed, with any of his brother mem- 
bers, he fhall forfeit 2s. 6d. or be immediately excluded. 
No member, on the feaft-day, thall provoke another, by calling him 
nick-names, or by guiling at him, or cafting meat or bones at another, 
or about the room; neither fhall any member feed another by way of 
fun, and wating the vidtuals, to the {hame of the company ; any fuch 
things being done, thofe that do them fhall forfeit 18. or be excluded. 
‘That there fhall be alowed no more than 6d. ¢ach man, in drink, the 
firft day of the feaft ; whofoever has more thal pay for it bimfelf, or 
be excluded, ‘ 
‘That the ftewards take care not to have more drink than each man’s 6d, 
amounts to, otherwife they hall make it good themlelves, ar forfeit 
18, each or be excluded and if any private momber fetches any drink 
unknown to the ftewards, they fball forfeit 2s, 6d. or be excluded. 
‘That no woman whatfoever thall be fisffered to enter the Society-room 
on afeaft day during the time the Society-drink holds ; whefoever in- 
troduces any woman inte the room shall forfeit 18,: neithes:leall there 
be any vi@uals given away on the firft day of the fealt ; whofoever 
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carries or conveys any viduals out of the club-room on feaft days, 
or hides or pockets any with a defign to carry it away, thall fur- 
feit 28, 64, or be excluded.

‘The other Friendly Society at Stapleton commenced the 3oth of O@o- 
ber £775, and confifts of about 50 members ; they meet once a month fiom 
fix o'clock till eight in the evening, during the winter half-year; and from 
feven till nine o'clock in the evening, during the fummer half-yeat ; pay 15, 
each to the box, and 2d, to be fpent at the meeting. The age of admil- 
fion is from 21 to gq, A member, of a year’s anding, is allowed 75 a 
week, if fick or lame, but with this reftriétion, that if in 3 months there 
appears an impofibility of his recovery, his allowance (hall be reduced to 4s. 
a week for life, Infirm members unable to work, and perfons 70 years of 
age, even if they are able to work, are entitled to an allowance of qs. a 
week. £3. are paid for the funeral of a free member, and 1. from cach 
of the members, to his widow, or legatec ; or, if he dies inteftate, to his 
neareft relation. When a member's wife dies, the bufband receives jos, 
from the flock, and 6d. from each member, towards the expences of her 
funeral. Sick members mutt give a week's notice, before they can receive 
money from the ftock, No perfon can be admitted a member, that works 
at the White-Lead Houfe’, mining, or any work under ground, A mem- 
ber that is impreffed into the King’s fervice, is allowed the money he 
has contributed, (in cafe he has not received it on any other account ;) but 
if he voluntarily inlifts hinfelf, he isexcluded. The Society is governed 
by 4 Rewards, who are cledved at the quarterly meetings ; their duty is to 
vifit the fick and lame twite a week, and to pay them their weckly allow- 
ances, All difpntes, which cannot be decided by the articles, are referred 
to acommittee of 13 mesmhers chofen by a majority 8fthe Society Au 
anntverfary fealt is held on Whit-monday.

Laft fummer a collection was made in this parith of alout 10 gui- 
neus, which were diflributed among poor families at the rate of 3d, a 
head every week: as £1. 28. were paid every week, for about ro weeks 
in the months of Auguft, September, and Odtober, it follows, that the 
number of inen, women, and children, relieved weekly, amounted to 88, 
Tcis remaikable that during the ten weeks that the Poor were at liberty to. 
apply fo- relief, not more than 3 or 4 perfons complained of not receiv- 
ing this allowance. It was at firft propofed to confine the relief to 
patithigners » but the contributors very judicioully and humanely decided, 
that ‘no diftinGion-thoutd be made between perfons refident in the parith, 
and perfong Navisig a Kiyet fettlement tere.

“T iit extentot this parith is about 12-0 13 fqnare miles, There ¥erey 
Rates for the relief of the Poor, laft year , ‘each Rate, 6d. in the pound on 
land, and 4d. on houfes ; in the whole, 4s. 6d. in the pound on land, and 
3%. on houles: the fum collected was between £1600. and £1700. Se- 
vcrul buildings, which were rated at £200, a year, are now in the hands of 
Governinent, and are exempted from the Poor's Rate. In the years end- 
ing in 1793 and 1794 there were to Rates: this year, however, it is ex- 
peted thar 8 will be fuflicient. This redudtion of the Rates feems aferib- 
able to the good management of the parith officers; the parith however 
is divided into two partice, which ftrongly oppofe each other in parcchial 
concerns. Few particulars could be learned refpecting the amount of the 
Poor's Rates 10 different years, The following extracts are taken from 
the returns made to Parliament in 1786,

About £30. are annually diftributed to out-penfioners: this article of 
expenditure was formerly more confiderable than at prefent. The grout 
expence accruing from foldieis’ and failors’ wives becoming chargeable, 
is a frequent topic of complaint in this parith. Ir fhould however 
he confidered, that the burthen has not increafed more rapidly than 
the -means of fupporting it; and the influx of Poor into a parith, 
intimately conneéted with Portfmouth, although occafioned by war- 
fare, is more than counterbalanced, by the various branches of in- 
duftry, that are called for, by the equipment of fcete and armies; 

the 
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the artificer in the dock-yard, the thop-keeper, and the publican receive 
too much benefit from military preparation, to have reafon to complain 
that the number of Poor increafes ; even the land-holders are compenfated 
by the advance of their rents ; and the farmers by the incrcafed demand, 
which is thus produced, for the various articles of confumption. 

‘The greater part of the Poor of Gofjyort is maintained in a work-houfe, 
‘The number in the houfe at prefent is 160; in winter, it penerally amounts 
to 200, Their principal cmployment is picking oakum.

The 
tithe is let to the occupiers of the land. There are no commons in Hawk- 
ley, The wages of labourers are 18, 6d. aday. There is no ale-houfe 
in the parith: one was put down very lately. 





The circumference of the parifh of Newton-Valence, is about 10 mite 
the number of inhabitants, who are wholly agricultural, is 228, ‘The 
rent of land is from 58. to 208. an acre; the average about gs. : the lind- 
tax about 2s. 6d. in the pound on the net rental, The greatelt part of 
the tithe is let to the occupiers; the reft is taken in kind. 

‘There are two commons in this parith, containing, altogether, about 1 5 
acres, The wages oflabouers are 1s, Gd. a day. ‘There is one ale-houte 
in the parifh. " 

There are no Papi's, or Proteftant Diffenters of any denomination, in 
Newton-Valence, or Hankley: ner are there any Friendly Socicties in 
either parifh.

‘The parochial fyftem of Newton-Valence, fince the heavy advance in the 
price of provifions took place, has been, to permit each labourer, whether 
old or young, or with or without a family, to Purchale cur at 8s. a buthel ; 
the extra price is charged to the Poor’s Rate. A man with this allowance 
is fuppofed to be capable of maintaining a wife and 2 children, and paying 
his reat from his cainings: when the family exceeds that number, a pro~ 
portionate allowance is made. ‘The Poor are fatislicd with this plan, and 
think their condition iy not affected by the prefent high price of the necef- 
Jaries of life. ‘I'he Poor's Rate is exceffively high; 78. in the pound on 
the rack sents; but the farmers are more benefited by the high price of 
gorn, than injured by the advance in the Poor's Rate,

THIS patith contains 184 houfes ; it's extent is about 200 acres, The 
inhabinénts, who are moftly of the eftabluhied Church, are, in genepal, g0- 
gaged in commerce. The wages of common labourers were 7a a week 
laft year, but have this year advanced to 9s. without board. Jn harveft, 
‘men receive 2 guineas and a half a month, and their board. The prices 
of provufions are: whest, 10s, the bufhel ; bread, 11d, the quartern loaf ; 


beef, 
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beef, 541. the pound; mutton, from 54d. to 6d; veal, 8d; bacon, from 
rod. to 114d; butter, rod.; potatoes, 18. the buthel; coals, (2. 19. 
the chaldron; new milk, 14d. the quart ; old milk, ad. the gallon. 

‘The rent of land is from £1. to £ 3.5 the land-tax amounts to 
£213. 138. 5d. and is about 3s. 4d, in the pound. There are 12 inns o1 
ale-houles in this parifh; but no Friendly Socictics: 2 exitted fome une 
ago; “but as foon as the ftuck amounted to a few hundreds, the clubs wee 
diffolved, and the money divided amongft the members. 

‘The Poor are chiefly fupported in a work-houfe, under the fuperinten- 
dance ofa ftanding overfeer, who has been in office above 5 years. He does 
not refide in the houfe, but attends at meals, provides victuals, and csllects 
the Poor's Rates, To his good’ management the reduction of the Rates 
is principally afcribable. He pays every proper attention to the wants of the 
neceffitous, and adminifters the concerns of the parith with fidelity, and dif- 
crimination ; notwithftanding this, he is difliked by the Poor, and fevcral 
attempts have becn made to burn his houfe; the gentlemen, however, 
land by him, and approve of his proceedings. 

22 perfons, (moftly old women and children,) are at prefent iu the 
work-houfe : they are, principally, eoployed in cleaning the Areets. Their 
earnings are very fimall, and do not exceed £ 5. or £6,a year.

THE parith of Portfea, (commonly catled Portfinouth Common,) is 
eftimated to contain near 15 fquare miles: it nearly encircles the fall 
paith-of Portfmouth. 

OF lane years, Portfea has much increafed both in wealth and population, 
One ‘of tHe prefene church-watdens took an enumeration of the houles 
about two years ago, and found them to amount to ubout 3050: 100 or 
more have been built fince that period. 36 men were raifed by this 
parith for the Navy, in purfuance of a late A@; the number therefore of 
houfes paying window-tax, (reckoning 68 houfes to 1 feaman,) will amount 
to £2448, 

Farma in this parith are from £200. to £300, a year. The rent of 
land is from £1. to £3. 108, an acre.

each, a week, The number of deathé in the houfe laft year, was 31, 
Either meat-broth, or a fort of gruel called Mlour-broth, made of flour and 
water, is their common breakfaft: the dinner, 3 days in the week, confifts 
of meat; and on the other 4 days, of bread and cheefe; the fuppers are 
dread and cheefe, Beer is allowed at bread and cheefe taeals‘only,' Each 
adult perfon has .lb of bread a day, and 8 02, of ineat on meat days. 

‘There are 6 Friendly Societies in Portfea ; the number of members, in 
‘each, is from 80 to 180. Only two have taken rhe benefit of the late At 
of Parhament the expence attending an application to the Jultices, is 
the common reafon given why the other Societies have not had their 
rules confirmed,

‘The high price of provifions is fenfibly felt, among the labouring claffes, 
in this neighourhood : the quartern loaf of wheaten bread cofts 18, ; beef, 
from 6d, to 7u. the pound ; mutton, 6d,; veal, 8d.; bacon, 10fd.; but- 
ter, rad. to 13d. ; potatoes, 5d. the gallon; milk, 1d. the pint. 

Common labourers earn from 8s. to gs. a week. All enspfoyments and oc- 
cupations in any degree conneéted with the Navy, are now adtively exerted; 
more efpecially in his Majefty's dock-yards, where there is a great demand 
for labour: fhipwrights receive ftanding wages of 63. 6d. a week, 
but work double tides, (that is, perform double the work ufually re- 
quired,) about two moaths in three, and are then allowed double wages, 
Befides this, they can earn about 2s. 6d. a week by watching, in their 
turns, at 18, a night. ‘Watermen, at prefent, have conftant employment ; 
but in times of peace, this clafé of men is almoft ftarving: tailors, fhoe~ 
makers, and other tradefmen, more particularly publicans, are im futtbuf- 
nefs: in dhort, war is the harveft of Portfmouth ; and peace, which is fo 
ardently withed for ia moft other parts of England, is dreaded! here.

‘THE Poor belonging to the various parithes in the Mle of Waght a ¢ 
chiefly relieved at a Houle of Indultry firuated near the town af Nev. port. 
It was ereéted under the authority of an Aft of Pathument palicd uy 
1771", whereby 80 acres of the foreft of Parkhnrit were velted in tle 
gentlemen of the ifland for the term of 999 cars, uader the utle of th. 
Corporation or Guardians of the-Poor of the Ifle of Wight; and, in ord 
that each parith might contribute it's fair proportion, an account was takin 
of the amount of their refpective Poor's Rates for the preceding 7 yea», 
and, according to the average, the ratio of thei future payments way de~ 
termined on ; 0 that thofe parithes, whofe paroobial charges were the hea~ 
vieft at the time of the valuation, are now burthencd with the greatuft 
quota towards the confolidated fund. One pays 2s. in the pound on the 
rack rent; aoother, r5d.; anda third, 3s. 3d. in the pound upon two- 
thirds of the rent. The Corporation was authorized to borrow 412,000, 
for the purpofe of ereéting the Houte of Induftry; but this fum being 
found inadequate to complete the defign, a fecoud application was made to 
Parliament, and by an A@ paffed in 1776, the Corporation was empowered 
to borrow an additional fum not exceeding £8000.; and as the provifions 
of the former Act had been found by experience to be extremely defective, 
the whole was repealed, and new powers and regulations provided’.

1, That all poor perfons, fingle or married, without families, who are

2, That all poor perfons, whofe families are too large to be maintained 
by their own labour, may offer our or more of their children to be 
received into the honfe, at the difcretion of the weekly cprimittec, 

4, That poor perfons received into the houfe, for temporary relief only, 
fhall not be deprived of their houfhold goods, furniture or other pro- 
perty. But fuch wearing apparel, and other goods, as any pauper 
may bring into the houfe, fhall be deemed and taken to be the pro- 
perty of the guardians of the poor, during the time fuch perfon thall 
be maintained in the houle, 

6, That a weekly committee may grant to the ufe of any poor labourer’s 
wife, on the birth of a fourth, fifth, or fixth child, the refpective 
fumns of five fhillings, feven fhillings and fixpence, or ren fhillings 
and fixpence, according as he may then have living, four, five, or fix 
children, under fourteen years of age; but, that five fhillings thereof 
be applied, by the overieer, to the payment of the midwife. 

7» That one churchwarden, or overfeer of the poor, of every parifh, be 
obliged to apply to the weekly committee on every fitting, either in 
perfon, or by a director, or adting guardian, and to report, (after due 
enquiry made by himfelf, at the refpettive dwellings of thé ptor,) the 
number and ages of the family, and other circymftances, inclading

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the place of fettlement, as well as the illnefs of all perfons in his 
parith, who may afk for, or Rand in need of, relief, under the pe- 
nalty of any fum, not lefs than forty fhillings, and not excceding 
five pounds, as direéted by the A@; but that relief may be granted 
to any pauper, who may be in the fame manner reported by the {u:- 
geon, a diredtor, or acting guardian. 

8, That in cafe of an application wherein the preceding regulation hath 
not beea adhered to, the committee, if it fee proper, may entrult a 
dire€tor, or adting guardian, or the furgeon, with an order of relief, to 
be delivered, or not, to the pauper, according as the perfon, thus en- 
trufted, may find the circumftances of the cafe; or the committee 
may order the furgeon, or parith-officer, to vifit the faid pauper, and 
to make a report, as before required, to the next committee, which may 
then give relief from the time of the firft application. 

11, That the weekly committee, on application of an overfeer, may grant 
monthly relief out of the houfe to the families of men impreffed into 
the Yea-fervice, during their continuance as impreffed men, not ex- 
ceeding the fam of one fhilling and fixpence a week, for two children 
under the age of ten years ; the fum of two fhillings a week, for three 
fach children; and the fam of three thillings a week, for four fuch ;

ftop payment an the death or difcharge of any fuch man, and report 
the ftate of the famity to the next weekly committee; and that this 
proportion of relief be adopted in all fimilar cafes.

59, That every quarterly comnfittee of accounts fhall examine into all the 
accounts of the preceding quarter, and fhall prepare them for publi- 
cation, and aficr they have thoroughly examined them, they ‘hall 
det thur hands to the fame: and the feparate articles of the incidental 
expences, paid by the governor, fhall'be entered in the quarterly ac- 
count-book, in the fame manner as the’bills, 8c. ; and no bills or 
falaries of officers fhall be paid by the treafurer, till a printed order

is not buried at the fole expence of the corporation, and in the ufual

70, That when it fhall be found necefflary to make uf of any part, or 
the whole, of the fund of ONE THOUSAND PoUNDs, which has 
been raifed from the favings of the average rates, and is vefted on 
bond from the treafurer, to anfwer any extraordinary demands the 
great extent of the buildings, and the various articles of furniture may 
require, beyond what can be {pared for the fame, from the average 
tates in any one year : {uch fum, fo ufed, thall be re-placed from 
the firft faviogs that tay be afterwards made. 


‘The principal part of the building ik is 300 feet in length from caft to 
welt, by 27 wide in the clear; having windows on both fides, for the 
advattage of a thorough . draught of, at the diftance of 200 feat from 
the welt end, & wing from the main ging tanges fouthward, 179 feet 
by 24; from the end of which, are work-(bops for the manufsuur- 
ers and mechanics; and thefe, with a walk on the weft, form a fquare of 
200 feet by 170.

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On the caft fide of the wing is a court, 170 feet by 50, formed by of- 
fices on the north ; fach as dairy, wath-houfe, brew-houle, wood-houle, 
ftore rooms, 8cc. and a wall on the fouth. In the principal building iy a 
large ftore-room, fleward’s room, dining hall, 118 feet long by 27 wide, 
and a common fitting room, for the impotent and aged poor. 

‘Under the eaft end there are cellars for beer, meat, &cc. Over this build- 
ing are the governor's and matron's lodging rooms, the lauadry, nui leries, 
and fick wards, 

In the wing on the ground floor are the fchool rooms, apothectry’s 
fhop, kitchen, feullery, bake-houfe, bread-room, governor's and matron's 
fitting room, and pantry ; and over are the lying-in rooms, fick wards, 
and 20 feparate rooms or apartments for married men and their wives, 
with two common fitting rooms adjoining, for the old and infirm, who are 
unable to go down ftairs. In front of the principal building is a large 
gate-way, on the eaft fide of which isa mafter weaver’s room, and fpin- 
ning room, 96 feet long by 18 wide, with flore-rooms over it; at the 
weit fide of this gate-way are the thoe-maker's and tailor’s fhops, with a 

+ fpinning room, 150 feet long by 18 wide, with weaving rooms and ftore- 
TOOMS Over, 

‘The chapel is ereéted on the north fide of the principal building: over 
it is a ftore-room. Four hundred yards diftance is a peft-houle, with a 
burying ground, walled in, clofe adjoining. 

‘Fo the north of the peft-houfe a building has been lately erected for 
the admiffion of perfons under imocultion : it confifts of four rooms, each 
of about 15 feet by 14. On the fouth is a large garden, which fupplies 
the houfe with vegetables, On the eatt, behind the offices, are placed the 
hog-flies, barn, ftable, and other out-houfes*. 

‘The houfe can accommodate 700 people: the number of inmates, how- 
ever, feldom exceeds 550. The following is a lift of the prefent inmates: 
they amount to 495. (3d of April, 1796.)

The mannfaQure carried on in the houfe chiefly confifts in making 
facks for coal, flour, and bifeuit; befides which, linfey, kerfeys, and other 
ajnicley of that natuse, are made, principally, for the ufe of the houfe. The 
quuntity of each, annually manufactured during the laft 3 years, and in 
the ycus ending at midiummer 1783, may be feen in the annexed ac« 
counts; which allo fpecify the dularies paid to the governor, matron, and 
other officers. 

‘The baptifms in the houfe, during the laft 3 years were: 22—12—12: 
and the bnials, 68—32— 61. 

The number of regular out-penfioners is, at prefent, 44: they reccive, 
each, from 18, to 38 a week. The number of cafual weekly poor, and 
the amount of calual weckly allowances, is very fu@uating ; and depends 
inuch on the feverity ut the weather, and uiher circumftances. In January, 
and February, 1795, the reliefs granted on Saturdays, amounted, for feve~ 
ral weeks, to £ 130. £150. £170. and upwards. Laft winter the weekly 
reliefs, granted on Saturdays, were from £ 9. to £ 17, 

+The debt paid of amounts to £ 5250.: the debt now owing is 
£ 12,200, The land belonging to the corporation, amounting to near 
8o acres, is laid down in a grafs farm. The produce is fold by a manager, 
and the receipts placed to the general account of the houfe. 

The following ftatements of the receipts and expenditure for 4 years, 
are copicd from printed papers, which are annually prepared and laid be- 
fore the corporation, They are drawn up with great perfpicuity and ac- 
curacy, and afford a clearer view of the various eircumftances connected 
with this inftitution, than any general obfervatious could convey. Perhape 
but few improvements could be made in the mode of framing up this an~ 
pual amount; but I would venture to fuggeft to the guardians, that the 
quantity of flax, hemip, wool, and other matetials putchafed, thould be 
particularized, as well as the faind.paid for them. The publio. would 
thereby be enabled to judge whether a houfe of induftry bought théir raw 

materials 
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materials dearer or cheaper than a common manufacturer. It is likewife 
extremely defirable that the average number of men, women, and chil- 
dren, in the hovle, each month in the year, fhould be annexed to tiv: 
account, as is done, (in a general manner,) at St. Peter's hofpital in Brit- 
tol'; and, that the average number of men, women, and childreu, en.- 
ployed weekly, or monthly, in the manufactory, and of the goods aétwal!y 
manufaétured in the year, fhould be printed: it is only from computin.c 
fuch particulars, with the amount of expenditure, that a fair eftimate can 
he forted of the work annually performed in a houie of induftry, ani 
of the aanual charge SONNE the maintenance of a Pauper, under thele 
inflitutions,

HEREFORD. 


Tue parith of All Saints, (one of the fix, whereof the city of Here- 
ford confifts,) contains, by cflimation, about 200 acres, The number of 
houfes paying window-tax is about 160; but the number exempted can- 
not be afcertained; neither has the population ever Leen enumerated ; but 
from the average of births and burials during the laft 22 years, it may be 
reckoned at between 1500 and 2500 inhabitants: they confilt of perfons 
of independent fortune, tradefmen, mechanics, and labourers of various 
defcriptions. ‘There is one Roman Catholic chapel in this city, 1 Prefby- 
terian, and 1 of Lady Huntingdon’s congregations. The number of inns 
or ale-houles in Hereford is 60. The prices of provifions, at prefent, are ; 
beef and mutton, from 4d. to sd. the pound; veal, 6d,; pork, 5d.;

bacon, tod. ; freth butter, 1s. ; falt butter, rod. ; wheat, from 11s. 6d. to 
13%. for s0 gellons; barley, from 5s. 6d. to 6s. for the fame quantity ; oats, 
from 3s. 6d. to 4s. ; potatoes, 2s. the fame quantity ; milk, 14d, the quart. 


The rent of land in the neighbourhood of the city is from 40s. to Bos. 
an acre: the land-tax in Hereford is from 6d. to 23. in the pound; the 
average about rs. ‘The land is tet in fmall parcels, for paflure : there are 
ng _commons in this, or in the parith of Sr Nicholas: tithes are com- 
pounded for. 


Here are 6 Friendly Societies; s of which have from 50 to 80 members 
in each: they have all had their Rules confirmed at the quarter feffions, 
One of them is chicfly for the benefit of widows, and has 250 inembers : 
in this club 26s. are paid every year into the box; a member of 3 years 
ftanding, when fick, receives 6s. a week ; and on the deceafe of a member, 
who has been ¢ years in the club, his widow receives £20. a year for 
life; £ 15. a year, if he has been a member 4 years ; and £ 10. a year, if 
he has not been more than 3 yearsa member, &c. The Rules of this 
Society are not printd. 


Hereford is eftimated to contain about 7500 inhabitaris; it furnifhed 
to men for thé Navy, and therefore about 680 houfes pay the window-tax : 
of thefe 10 men the propottion for the patith of All Saints was 24, and 
for St. Nicholas 14. 





‘The Poor's Rate in the parifh of All Saints is faid to be the higheft in 
Hereford. The Poor arc, partly, maintained in the general wor'sboul, 
and, puitly, at home. 17 Paupers belonging to this parifh, arc, at y refent, 
in the work-houfe: about £3. a week are paid to 4o regular out-penfion- 
ers ; befides whom, there are 8 children, (mofily baftards,) at nurfe, that 
coft the parith about 18s, a week, Several cafual Poor receive occafional 
relief. About £65. (the amount of donations,) are annually diftributed 
amongft indigent parithioners; and 20 cottages, belonging to the parifh, 
are occupied by diftreffed families. Great complaints are made in this 
country again{t monopoly and forcMalling. ‘The labouring claffes, who 
ulually bake their own bread, fay, it is extremely difficult to procure a 
fmall quantity of corn from the farmer; and that the millers and meal- 
men buy itin large quantities, and exact a large profit from the confumer.

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‘The parith of St. Nicholas contains about 260 acres : nearly 102 houfes 
pay the window-tax ; the number exempted could not be aftertained. The 
rent of land, land-tax, and gencral circumftances of the parifhioners, are 
much the fame as in All Saints parith, Alfelfments are nearly at the fuil 
rental. 

About 12 years ago, the 6 patifhes, of which the city of Heicford con- 
fifts, agiced to maintain their Poor at a general work-houfe, and to allow 
var fax out-pentions as poffible. Every parh ha a power of finding as 
many Paupers into the houle as it pleales, upon paying a proportiouable 
Jum towards their fupport. ‘The @ork-houfe rent is 26. « year; matter’s 
talary, £ 26, a year, and 4 of the Poor's camings ; velliy clerk's fulary, 
£10, a year; dogor's bills about £10. a year, arc all adJed to the gene~ 
ral expences, and paid in certatn proportions by the pirifhes.. ‘The houle 
is a good oue, and in a good fituation ; the beds are of Mocks, and hept 
tolerably clean, 56 Poor j erfonsare in the houle at prelent. they are chicily 
old people, and children; and are employed in ipinning mop-yarn, and 
carding wool for faddles ; a few are fent to work out of the houl, ‘Ihe 
malter fays their earnings are about £ 50. a year. The leate of this houle, 
and the contraét between the parithes, expire at Chriftmas 1796, when at 
is genctally fuppofed that the union will be diffolved, and every parith fup- 
poit it's own Poor, The weekly charge of a Pauper, latt year, (including 
houfe-rent, &c ) was about 4s. 6d. About £ 5. in donations ae annually 
diftributed to the Poor of this parith.

ACHE borough of St. Albans conGits of three parithes + in the pu 
tith oP the Abbey-church 97 houies pay the widew-tax; and in the 
whole borough 268 houfes are taxed, but the number of thofe which are 
exempted could not be obraincd. The prifhioners we moflly inn-keep- 
ers, fhop-keepers, common mechanics. and la'ourers. Lormerly there 
‘were a great many women ftay-makers in this to vn. 

The prices of provifions are: beef, fiom 50 to 54d. the pound; mut- 
ton, (id, ; veal, 7d. ; butter, 18.5 bacon, rod ; mith, ad. a quart ; bread, 11.44, 
the quartern loaf. The common wages are s. a wch, and 4 meal in 
winter; and 8s. in fummer: in hay harveft 9s, a week, and during corn 
harveft gos. a month. There is here a mill fu fpianing candle-wicks in 
which feveral children are employed, and earn irom 18. 6d. to 2s, 6d. a week 
‘The inhabitants ate chiefly of the eftablifhed Church ; there is 1 Anabaprilt 
chapel, and 1 Calvinift chapel, 1 Quaker’s meeting-houfe, and a congrega- 
tion of Independents; and once a week, a pious thoemaker quits his aw], 
and expounds the Scriptures to an audience of old women ; after which, 
he and his congregation attend divine fervice at the church, In the 3 
parithes in this borough there are 42 ale-houfes. Here are 2 Fiiendly Soci 
ties containing about 100 members. The rent of land in this neighbourhood.

Houfes in this parith are faid to be affef.d at °, of their real rent ; but 
it appears thar feveral which have been rebuilt, and are occupied by their 
owners, continue to be affelfed at the old rental, which i, not half of the 
real yearly value. The 2 other parithes in this town, having a confidera~ 
Ble quantity of land, ate not affeffed more than 25 Gd. of 38. in the 
pound, to the Poor's Rates. The parochial expenditure is £ 309. or {° 400. 
above what is aétually expended on the Poor; but no fatisfiGory account 
could be obtained how the furplus was difburfed. ‘The parifh pays all 
incidental expences of militia men's families, who become chargeable ; 
removals of vagrants, &e. 8:c.; and alfo pays about £ 70. a year to the 
county ftock ; to borough charges ; towards repwiring gaols, &c. ; £10. are 
annually paid toa door, and £ 1. a year to the veltry-clerk. 

The Poor of this parith have generally been farmed, but during part of 
1793) and in 1794, they were managed by the parith-officers ; fince

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which tinte they have been farmed for £ 400, a year. The contractor 
finds food, cloaths, fuel, &c ; and the parith provides the houfe and fur- 
niture, which the farmer is bound to leave in good condition. He has 
39 poor prople at prcfent in the houfe, (10 of which are old women, 
7 men, and the refl children.) To 15 out-penfioners he pays 18s we-hly, 
and gives occafional relief to cafual Poor. In the courfe of the laft year, 
there were, at times, 70 or 80 in the houfe, The farmer afferts, that he loft 

"Tee by his bargain, The houfe is kept in very good order: the Poor 
are moftly employed in ftraw-work, and mop-making ; no account is 
kept of their earnings, £50. are annually diftributed in moncy, to 20 
poor pertons; and a few othtr finall donations are given away in bread.
